They remain In this condi¬ 
tion for several minutes while the 
tiny capillaries are squeezed and any 
blood that may be In them is driven 
out. The contraction prevents any 
more from entering.

Bilk Duty 

Blr Henry criticised the duty on 
artificial silk. If artificial silk was 
to be helped, he urge*!, why not 
natural silk? Did the Canadian 
people sunt to get artificial things 
instead of the real things? he asked, 
or was It because the artificial was 
cheap nnd the natural expensive? 
Artificial silk was largely the only 
kind that the poorer people could 
buy. 

Blr Henry said Mr. Fielding had ( 
again yielded to Importunities In 
dealing with the sales tax. Under 
the previous Government, the tax 
waa small enough to be absorbed in 
overhead expenses of retailers, but 
this Government had Increased It so 
that the Jobber# had passed it on to 
the consumers. 

Blr Henry would have liked to have 
seen cheques up to $500 exempted 
from taxation rather than cheques 
over $2,500. because any person who 
could write the latter surely belonged 
to the luxury class. 

The Minister. Blr Henry* said, had 
hist $ 1 , 200,000 on the cigarette tax 
and would not get it back. 

Reciprocity 

Touching on reciprocity, $Ur Henry* 
said he did not know exactly what 
was operating In the Minister's mind. 
He was entirely disposed to believe, 
knowing the Minister's great ability, 
that he had absolutely no Caith in 
his proposition. 

Mr. Fielding knew, said Sir Henry, 
that It was merely an Idle gesture 
and waa made merely for the pur¬ 
pose of pleasing the Progressives. 
There was no belief at present that 
anything could be done. Americans 
were men of business and much more 
concerned In trade than in piously 
and beautifully worded resolutions on 
our statute books. The only way to 
trade was to have something to trade 
with. 

Blr Henry congratulated the Gov¬ 
ernment on granting a bonn/v ..n 
copper, stating his only regret was 
that It had not gone farther in this 
direction. He also approved of the 
bounty rtti hemp. 

French Treaty m 

The situation of Canada, revealed 
by the budget figures, was extremely 
grave, said Bir Henry. He was con¬ 
fident that if Mr. Fielding had been 
in possession of the budget figures 
before Introducing tha French Treaty 
into the House, he whylri never have 
brought down the treaty. The re¬ 
ductions In taxes on luxuries were 
dua to the French Treaty. It was 
tragic In a year when the Govern¬ 
ment admitted a deficit of $49,000,000 
that it should propose to remove the 
taxes from luxuries. Of course. It 
was unpopular to tnx people, hut if 
ever there was a tax that could be 
justified, it was a tax 00 luxuries 
coming Into Canada.

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AN EXCELLENT PROGRAMME. 

In the programme of business which the Cham- 
ker of Commerce has set itself to develop there is 
fclenty of■ opportunity for its own members to 
work and for the public as a whole to support by 
Practical co-operation in a general way. If even 
Balf of the ten important objectives ean be at¬ 
tained within the current business year of the 
Chamber very considerable progress indeed will 
have been made.

A GREAT EDITOR. 

The death of Dr. J. A. Macdonald, former 
pditor-in-cliief of The Toronto Globe, remove, a 
striking figure from the field of Canadian jbnrnal- 
fcm. He was an unusually gifted man who not 
Only was one of the ablest writers on the jircss of 
Ibis country, but' also had few 'peers as an 
•rator. In both capacities he earned a national 
Imputation, his vigorous, convincing style, his re¬ 
markable command of language and his out¬ 
standing personality making him a dominant fac¬ 
tor in any company, and at one time it was freely 
predicted that he eventually would succeed Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier in the leadership of the Liberal 
Forty. He-began his early manhood as a Presby¬ 
terian clergyman, subsequently taking up church 
journalism and becoming editor ,of The Presby¬ 
terian. He went to The Globe as editor in 1902 
and served in that capacity with marked success 
until his breakdown in health five or six years 
•go. He was a big man of his time and a great 
Canadian.

Ume been mode by various Boards of 
Trade in British Columbia, to the effect that 
existing freight rates discriminate against cities 
in British Columbia; 

And whereas the Board of Railway Commis¬ 
sioners have ordered a reduction of paasenger 
rates to three cents per mile upon all railways 
between Calgary’ and the Atlantic. 

And whereas the passenger rates charged 
upon railways in British Columbia ia in excess 
of thres cents per mile; 

And whereas such excess Is a discrimination 
detrimental to the best interests of British Co¬ 
lumbia, as it tends to prevent development and 
the influx of population: 

Therefore^ be It Resolved, that an humble ad¬ 
dress bs presented to Hla Honor the l-ieutenant- 
Goveraor. praying that he will cause a full rep¬ 
resentation of tha facts to be cOade to tho 
Government of tha Dominion- aiid to tin- Baaed 
of Railway Commissioners.

The Council have made a feeble re¬ 
sponse by calling for tenders for a 
fraction of the remaining necessary 
work on the bridge, (why not for all 
of the • WOT*?} under conditions 
enumerated below, entirely hostile to 
a favorable response. 

< 1 > In December last the City was 
notified by the General Contractors’ 
end Builders' Association of British 
Columbia of a, resolution passed by 
.Ilia Association protesting against 
tendering in competition with muni¬ 
cipal engineer*, properly ao, for the 
following reasons: 

(a) The engineer does not comply 
with the conditions imposed on con¬ 
tractor*. 

(b) Does not deposit 10 per cant, 
with his tender. 

fc) Does not furnish a guarantee 
bond for 25 per cent, of his tenter, 
that he will cany out the work and 
a further guarantee that he will 
maintain It in good order for five J 
years. 

Cd) The engineer appears la the 
specification as the sole arbiter of 
the work on a cast iron specification, 
himself having the power to perform 
itie work in any old army, probably 
charges nothing for the use of many 
of the facilities at his command. 
a*h!ch cost tha City a large amount, 
maybe nothing for profit necessary 
to meet contingencies, such as taxes, 
license*, workmen's compensation, 
wear and tear of plant, or rlaks such 
a* a scowload of material being tied 
up over a pile which punches a hole 
In her bottom when the tide goes 
out. and wastes several thousand In 
material and repairs, perhaps no one 
to check him up. and if they do, It 
makes no difference, the City pays 
What sort of a business proposition 
la this for the ratepayers, or con¬ 
tractor*? 

What la the result of this condi¬ 
tion? Only ons tender in competition 
with the engineer, on the same class 
of work, and this from a Vancouver 
firm, which it is proposed to accept, 
not one tender from a local contrac¬ 
tor. knowing the conditions and hav¬ 
ing some self-respect, with one ac¬ 
cord they refuse to tender, though 
the work la of tha simplest kind. 

Has the business morals of the 
City sunk ao low that no one. know¬ 
ing it. want* to have anything to do 
with it. or la this the aftermath of 
the treatment of tha Coughlan Com¬ 
pany tender on bridge work recently?

The two worse classes only flourish 
In seriously unsanitary conditions 
and In dagenerate constitutions, and ; 
one class of smallpox never turns to 
another. Under certain conditions, 
howsver, vaccinated or unvaccinated 
persons might be liable to contrart 
disease, except that the unvaccinated 
would have the beat chance of 
©scape. 

I do not believe in frightening 
people about disease, but It should 
be pointed out by the advocates 'of 
vaccination that the after results 
may be as dangurou*. or more dan¬ 
gerous than the smallpox Itself. 
Vaccination may not only kill out¬ 
right but It often lays the foundation 
of cancsr, syphilis, tuberculosis, 
erysipelas, eczema and many other 
diseases. Under proper treatment 
ordinary smallpox is no more to be 
feared than the results of vaccina¬ 
tion. and certainly no one need ever 
be marked. That is up to the medical 
attendant and the nurse! 

The Registrar General's returns 
for fifteen years preceding 1920 
show that in England there were 78 
deaths from smallpox In unvaccinated 
persons and 394 deaths from vaccina¬ 
tion Itself. Which is preferable, the 
disease or the 'preventive?•' 

The M. H. O. say* smallpox la often 
mistaken for chickenpox. Chicken- 
pox baa also been mistaken for 
smallpox, which is. perhaps, not sur¬ 
prising as many medical men have 
had little or no experience In treat¬ 
ing the disease. 

Last year Victorians had the great 
good fortune to have in their midst 
one of the greatest living authorities 
on the question of vaccination. 
Those who heard him speak are not 
likely to suffer the rite of vaccina¬ 
tion. By great good fortune, also, we 
have In Victoria a number of persona 
who participated in tha fight for 
personal liberty when vaccination 
waa compulsory In England. Only 
recently 1 heard of one of these stal¬ 
wart fighters whose home had been 
sold up four times because he re¬ 
fused to all r his children to be 
vaccinated and had to face the 
courts in consequence. These are not 
the people who are now going to 
surrender their freedom because of 
a possible smallpox epidemic In 
Victoria. The M. H. O. has. however, 
relieved hie conscience by giving ne 
fair warning.

Mr, Stork, Skeena M.P., Com¬ 
mends Fielding’s Budget 
Changes 

J. S. Woodsworth Suggests 
Capital L evy to Pay Debt 

Ottawa. May 16.—Fred Klork, Lib¬ 
eral, Skeena. B. C.. during th* bud¬ 
get debate in the Commons last 
night, expressed satisfaction with the 
content* of Mr. Fielding's speech. 
The reciprocity principle* outlined 
warn a step toward realization of 
better trade relation* with th* Unit¬ 
ed 8tat 

In tackling the *ug*r situation aa 
he had done, Mr. Fielding had shown 
hi* interest in the problem* of th*? 
housewife. *a!d Mr. Stork. The 
method proposed by Mr. Fielding 
wootd be more efficacious than would 
boycott* *uch a* had been organised 
in th© United State*. 

The assistance to the copper min¬ 
ing induntry and free admission of 
machinery for manufacture of fer¬ 
tiliser from ft*h offal would b* of 
benefit to British Columbia. 

Extension of the Britinh prefer¬ 
ence would b* of benefit to all Can¬ 
adians. 

Wheat Rout*. 

Mr. Stork referred to the shipment 

of Canadian w heat via Pacific port* i 
to th* Orient. More of th* wheat: 
that had been shipped. Mr. 8tork 
stated, should b* shipped over th* 
Canadian National Railway* and 
through Princ* Rupert Instead of 
over th* Canadian Pacific Railway 
and through Vancouver. The build¬ 
ing of grain facilities at that port 
would bring about an important re¬ 
duction In freight rates on grain 
from many sections of the West 
when en rout* to the Orient, he said. 

The reciprocity pronouncement of 
Mr Fielding waa of Importance to 
the fishermen of British Columbia. 
The present duty on Canadian fl«h 
-ente ring th e United S ta t es w as slow - 
ly exterminating the British Colum¬ 
bia halibut fishery industry. 

J. Pritchard Speke 

John Pritchard. Progressive, North 
Wellington. Ontario, held that “if we 
looked at the result of the protective 
policy, a* shown by conditions to¬ 
day. we must come to the conclusion 
that there la something wrong with 
It." 

Ths policy of past Governments, he 
said, appeared to be to build up the 
town* and cities at the expense of 
the country. “My policy is to look 
•after the agriculturist* In an agri¬ 
cultural country and then you will 
build up the towns and cities,'' said 
Mr. Pritchard. 

He protested thatthe country waa 
contributing toward the c«*t of uni¬ 


versity training for men who, whes 
they graduated, crossed the line and 
became an asset to the United States. 

J. S. Woodsworth’* Visw. 

J. 8. Woodsworth, I^bor, Centro 
Winnipeg, submitted that ths most 
vital question before Canadians to¬ 
day waa an adequate administration 
of Jhe country's natural resource* 
He suggested the tlms had arrived 
when some radical adjustment of ths 
whole economic system was needed. 

Canada, continued Mr. Woodsworth, 
waa running a vast administrative 
machine. It would almost seem a* if 
It took all the steam It could gen¬ 
erate in order to keep the machine 
going, with the result that there waa 
no power left to pull the load. What 
with Dominion, provincial and muni¬ 
cipal government*, with ths large 
system of department* attached to 
each. Canada's comparatively small 
population was beginning to find ths 
load too heavy and was getting out 
from under it. 

Mr. Woodsworth said be had ob¬ 
tained from the Dominion Buerau of 
Statistics an approximate estimate 
of ths value of Canada's developed 
resources and ths machinery, etc., 
used In this development. This 
amounted to 117.216.205.429. Th* 
gross annual total production of 
Canada was approximately $5,147,- 
997.090. so with a capital of 117.000.- 
009,000, Canada produced annually 
about $5,000,000,000. 

The net debt of Canada was 12.* 
422.135.801 on March 31. 1922. Tha 
per capita debt on direct provincial 
liabilities was 9119.74. and on muni¬ 
cipal. $94.77. When these were add¬ 
ed to ths per capita public debt of 
$275.40. it made a total of $490.11 for 
svsrlr man, woman aad child in th# 
country. Cdriada had vast resource*!. 
it wa* well equipped; its people wsra 
hard working and intelligent. and 
“yet for some mysterious reason It 
had this debt and equipment and die- 
eat inaction prevailed,’* he said. 

Mr. Woodsworth continued that a* 
far as labor was concerned, So¬ 
cialism waa Its gospel. Just a* free 
trade waa the gospel of another por¬ 
tion of the people. He described th# 
budget change* a* being made la 
the interest of those who were well 
off rather than In the interest of 
those possessed of small mean a and 
advocated a capital levy to pay tha 
national debt. 

L. P. Bancroft. Progressive. Bel*-, 
kirk. Manitoba, quoted amendment# 
Introduced bv the Liberals while la 
opposition in an effort to show that 
the present Government, before tak¬ 
ing of 1 fee, had created a low tariff 
sentiment In the country apparently 
for the sake only of gaining office.

The Victoria branch of the Retail

One of these resolutions sets forth 
that the present levy of f 15 per hM 
®Ade by the B. C. Board on local

members. It therefore suggests a 
graded scale. with $5 as a minimum, 
for membership In local branches, 
with dues to the provincial organisa¬ 
tion In proportion.
